D rives E verybody F rantic. 
E vansville 
, Ind., April 1.—Intelligence 
was received in this city Thursday of vol­ 
canic disturbances and eruptions on Blood 
river, near New Concord, Callow’ay county, 
K y., Wednesday, which have frightened the 
inhabitants out of their wits. The phenomena 
were first noticed Tuesday afternoon, when 
all the wells in the neighborhood, which are 
generally full at this season, were found to 
be nearly dry. 
The same night strange rum ­ 
bling noises were heard in the earth sim ilar 
to an eartbqualo shock, but there were no 
shakings of the ground. The rum blings, how­ 
ever, followed each other in rapid succession, 
and so alarm ed the inhabitants that they 
wero afraid to go to bed, but stoo 1 in their 
doorways and in the stroets, anxiously dis­ 
cussing the phenomena. 
About 10 o clock an 
explosion was heard in the direction of Bting- 
er’s bluff, two miles from New Concord. 
A 
column of lire was seen to shoot tow ard 
the heavens a t least 150 feet. 
It is said that a perfect pandemonium fol­ 
lowed. 
Men, women, and children, thin k ­ 
ing the day of judgm ent had come, fell upon 
their knees and began praying and begging 
for mercy. 
Horses and cattlo went wild 
with fright, plunging and kicking in the 
most frantic m anner, fowls flew from their 
roosts, and there was a trem endous uproar 
generally. 
The explosions continued a t in­ 
ti rvals throughout the night, and the col­ 
umn of fire continued to shoot upwaPrt. 
Home of the more courageous citizens have 
made a visit to the bluff, but find the heat so 
intense that they can not get within a quar­ 
ter of a mile of it, but red-hot ashe? seem to 
Ixj flowing down the western side of the 
bluff. 
When the inform ant left the rem arkable 
eruption was still in progress, and the m a­ 
jority of the i eople were perfectly wild with 
terror. 
The scene of the phenomena is one 
of the wildest and most rugged parts cf tbo 
state. 
Elood river is a small stream which 
empties into the Tennessee above Birm ing­ 
ham. 
New * on cord is a small ham let on 
Blood river, probably three miles from its 
mouth and ten miles north of the southern 
boundary of the ^tato. 
It has no telegraph, 
railroad or steam boat communications, the 
mails being taken there once a week on horse­ 
back. 
Mayfield, twenty-five miles distant, 
is the nearest railroad station, a n l efforts to 
reach that point 
Thursda y night by tele­ 
graph have been unsuccessful, so that fuller 
particulars are impossible.

You go into a sma ll country pla ce*; you step 
into the hotel; you find in the office sixteen 
coa ts ha nging up on tho wa ll a nd sixteen 
va lises in a row on the fhxir, a nd sixteen men 
sitting with their thirty-two feet up on the 
stove, telling sixteen lies a bout their business 
a nd their a dventures, a ll a t one time. 
You 
ca n’t get wha t you wa nt in tha t town. 
The 
drummers ha ve ma de the store keepers buy 
wha t they lmve to sell, a nd you’ve got to ta ke 
it or go without. 
It seems a lmost impossible 
to believe tha t a drummer should ever be 
a ble to disguise his identity. 
He is, us a rule, 
a ggressive a nd runs things. 
If you see a ma n come into the office of a 
hotel a nd step up timidly to the counter a nd 
a sk the clerk if there nro a ny letters for him. 
plea se, you ma y kngw thut he’s a humble 
priva te citizen a nd a pla in guest. 
If you see 
a fellow ba ng open the door, stride in a nd 
lea ve it open behind him, go a nd ha ng lib 
coa t on a peg a nd ja m his va lise on the floor, 
wa lk Ix'hind the counter, ta ke out a ll the let­ 
ters a nd rea d the a ddresses from every box, 
open the dra wer a nd look in, then you’ll know 
it’s a drummer—good for one night’s lodging 
a nd severa l drinks. 
He genera lly lets every­ 
body know tha t he’s sold a lot of stuff, a nd he 
ta lks very loud a bout the fun lie’s ha d some­ 
times. 
But they told me of one drummer 
who ca lled himself a count, a nd wore a long 
fur line« l ulster a nd a n imposing foreign look­ 
ing musta che.
